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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant has successfully overcome examiner's rejection under 35 USC §112; 
therefore the examiner has withdrawn his rejection of claims 20-51 under 35 USC §112. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-51 are allowed. 

In regards to claims 20, 31 , 42 and 47, none of the prior art discloses a 
processor, a memory containing a plurality of segments capable of storing program 
code or data, semaphores associated with each memory segment indicating whether 
the associated segment is available for use by the processor, a program accessing a 
semaphore to determine if the associated segment is available for use ahd using said 
segment, where the program code or data stored in the segment is one of a plurality 
blocks representing an algorithm too large to be stored in the memory segment, 
enabling execution of the algorithm using a limited amount of memory, in combination 
with other specified claim limitations. 

Claims 21-30, 32-42, 43-46 and 48-51 are allowed as being dependent upon 
allowed claims 20, 31 , 42 and 47.
